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Detailed Action 
Election/Restrictions 

1. The following action is in response to application 10/807382 received on 03/24/2004. 

2. Claims 1 - 39 are subject to a restriction requirement. 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 - 5, 6 - 10, 30 - 34 and 35 - 39 are directed to a system that collects data and rules 
and applies the rules to route data to users classified in class 705, subclass 9. 

II. Claims 11-15 are directed to a method for creating a network of users and resources, 
classified in class 705, subclass 1. 

III. Claims 16 - 20 are directed to a method for creating a requirements plan and identifying 
resources and users that should be associated with the requirements, classified in class 705, 
subclass 8. 

IV. Claims 21 - 23 are directed to a method for creating documents and writing code to associate 
the document with users and business processes, classified in class 717, subclass 120. 

V. Claim 24 is directed to a method for creating and associating data objects with each other, 
classified in class 714, subclass 114. 

VI. Claims 25 - 29 are directed to software with computer instructions, classified in class 717, 
subclass 100. 

4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I, II, III, IV, V, and VI are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be separately 
usable. Invention I has separate utility such collecting data and routing data to users based on program 
rules. Invention II has separate utility such as creating a network of users and resources. Invention III has 
separate utility such as associating resources and employees with requirements in a plan. Invention IV 
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has separate utility such as creating documents and writing code to associate the document with users 
and business processes. Invention V has separate utility such as creating data objects and associating 
data objects with each other. Invention VI has separate utility such as providing instructions for the 
computer to perform accounting calculations. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions listed in 
this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a serious 
search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of the 
following reasons apply:
